New scheme 
to redevelop 
‘eyesore’ pub 


A DERELICT Haverhill pub could 
be turned into flats and shops 
within 18 months. 

Radford Homes is hoping to 
submit a planning application 
to redevelop the Vixen in Stras¬ 
bourg Square before the end of 
the year. 

If planning permission is grant¬ 
ed, the development would take 
around a year to build, meaning 
it could be open by spring 2018. 

Radford Homes architect Chris 
Read said: “The square has been 
relandscaped and money invest¬ 
ed in it. And the pub is stood 
there, unused and dilapidated 
and being vandalised and such 
like. 

“It needs to be the final part of 
the redevelopment of that area - 
I think the proposals we are put- 
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ting forward will do that.” 

The Vixen has been derelict for 
more than half a decade since it 
was put up for sale in 2010 and 
has been described as an eye¬ 
sore. 

It was bought by funeral direc¬ 
tors R Gwinnell and Sons, but 
plans to turn it into a funeral 
parlour never went ahead. 

Radford Homes bought the 
building after seeing calls to 
have it renovated on the front of 
the News in October, 2014. 

The company’s plans would 
see the current building extend¬ 
ed and converted to accommo¬ 
date 18 one- and two-bedroom 
flats, as well as two shops. 


A public consultation event 
was held last Thursday evening 
at the Chalkstone Community 
Centre in the Square. 

Mr Read said: “We generally 
received very positive responses 
to all aspects of the scheme. 

“I think residents understood 
that we were doing all we pos¬ 
sibly could with respect to car 
parking.” 

He said there were plans to 
extend the current car park and 
allocate some spaces to residents 
in the proposed flats. 

The application, when it is 
submitted, will be decided by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council. 
Residents will be able to view 
and comment on the application 
on the council’s website after it 
is submitted.

Fourth funeral 
home to open 


A FOURTH funeral home 
is set to open in Haverhill 
- meaning the town has as 
many undertakers as GP 
practices. 

East of England Co-Op - 
a different company to The 
Co-Operative - has con¬ 
firmed that it will be opening 
a funeral director’s at 28 High 
Street, Haverhill. The branch 
is set to open before the end 
of the year. 

This joins the Co-Opera¬ 
tive Funeralcare, also in the 
High Street, H J Paintin in 
Haverhill’s Withersfield Road 
and Peasgood and Skeates, 
which opened earlier this 
year in Haverhill. 

Meanwhile, the town has 
just four GP practices, two in 
Camps Road, one in Green¬ 
fields Way, and one in Crown 
passage off the High Street. 

But Cllr Betty McLatchy, 
who has campaigned for im¬ 
provements to healthcare in 
Haverhill, said she was not 
worried. 

She said healthcare was set 
to improve in the town, with 
a new ultrasound machine 
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bought through community 
fundraising set to be up and 
running in the New Year. 

She said about the in¬ 
crease in undertakers: “I 
would think there’s a need 
for it. It saves people having 
to travel out of town, and 
competition is good, isn’t it? 

“It’s such an important 
part of the end of life to treat 
people properly. A qual¬ 
ity undertaker is really worth 
having. 

“It’s filling up shop space 
rather than having an empty 
shop.” 

Phil Warner, of Peasgood 
and Skeates, which opened 
its branch in Queen Street 
in March this year, said: “We 
just saw it as a natural exten¬ 
sion of our existing business 
in the area that we cover.” 

Peasgood and Skeates 
is a local company with 
branches in Saffron Walden, 
Cambridge and Duxford. Mr 


Warner said it had already 
been providing funerals in 
the Haverhill area before the 
branch in the town opened. 

Andrew Dawes, head of 
funeral services at the East 
of England Co-Op, said that 
his company’s decision to 
open a branch in Haverhill 
was also based on its current 
trading practises. 

He said: “Research indi¬ 
cates to us that the Haverhill 
community would benefit 
from an independent, co¬ 
operative funeral director 
in the town. This research is 
based upon detailed knowl¬ 
edge of the thousands of 
families who choose to use 
our services every year, and 
data published by the Office 
of National Statistics.” 

It is expected that only one 
new job will be created as a 
result of the latest funeral 
parlour opening its doors,

COUNCILLORS for Haverhill are 
to have their say on a plan to 
create a new combined authority 
for Norfolk and Suffolk. 

The plan would see powers 
devolved from Westminster to 
the new authority, which would 
be run by a directly elected 
mayor. 

The devolution proposals 
would also see Norfolk and 
Suffolk given a £750 million 
investment fund and £130 
million housing fund. 

For the plan to go forward, 
a total of 12 councils need to 
approve a draft order outlining 
how the new mayoral authority 
would work. If they all agree 
on it, then it will go to the 
Government for final approval. 

Haverhill's St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council is set to discuss 
the draft order on November 21 
at 6.30pm at West Suffolk House 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

Some councils in Norfolk 
have chosen to opt out of the 
deal, although chairman of the 
leaders' group Andy Wood said 
they could apply to join if the 
plan went ahead. 

He added that if all 12 
councils do not agree on the 
draft order, it is possible the 
Government will withdraw the 
offer, as happened earlier this 
year in north-east England.

A MAN was killed in a crash on the A1307 on 
Monday morning. 

Curtis Payne, 23, of Chigwell, was driving 
a Ford Transit van between Cambridge and 
Linton when it was in collision with a black 
Hyundai Tucson and a Volvo lorry at about 
8am. 

Mr Payne died at the scene. No-one else 
was injured. 

The crash came after a spate of four acci¬ 
dents on the road in the space of three days 
a fortnight ago. 

Now renewed calls are being made for im¬ 
provements to the A1307. 

Paul Donno, chairman of Haverhill Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce who has been campaign¬ 
ing for the road to be a dual carriageway, 
said: “It’s obviously shocking and very sad 
for the families involved. 

“I think it just reinforces the A1307 is a 
road that’s not fit for purpose. 

“We need to take pretty immediate action 
on it. We met the Transport Minister a year 
ago.” 

MP for West Suffolk Matthew Hancock 
added “My thoughts are with the family at 
this difficult time. The road is very danger¬ 
ous and far too many tragic accidents have 
occurred along this stretch of the road, par¬ 
ticularly where the dual carriageway goes 
into a single carriageway and drivers try to 
overtake. This puts all drivers at risk and it 
must stop. 

“I have been campaigning for the dualling 
of the A1307 since I was elected MP of West 
Suffolk. It is not only a key issue continuous¬ 
ly raised by my constituents, but as today’s 
accident highlights it is a matter of life and 
death. Together with Suffolk Chamber of 
Commerce in Haverhill, I am leading a cam¬ 
paign for improvements to the A1307 be¬ 
tween Haverhill and the A11. I will continue 
to fight tirelessly until the A1307 is dualled.” 

Cllr Henry Batchelor, who represents the

Police target drivers using mobiles 


POLICE using plain 
motorbikes have been 
patrolling Suffolk's roads 
this week to catch drivers 
using their mobile phones. 

Operation Ringtone, 
which started on Monday 
and runs until Sunday, 
sees police officers driving 
marked and unmarked 
cars and bikes catching 
out motorists using their 
mobiles. 

Chief Inspector Kris 
Barnard, of Norfolk and 
Suffolk Police, said: "Often, 
when patrolling in marked 
vehicles people adapt their 
behaviour accordingly; 
the benefit of unmarked 
vehicles is that we will 
capture behaviour as it 
happens and on camera. 

All roads policing vehicles 
are fitted with cameras 
and the motorcyclists will 
be wearing head cameras 


to secure evidence and 
successful prosecutions." 

The unmarked bikes are 
being used to target drivers 
using their phones in the 
most dangerous locations, 
particularly fast roads such 
as the A14. 


Suffolk's Police and 
Crime Commissioner Tim 
Passmore, pictured, said: 
"Despite all the publicity 
to stop people using their 
mobile phones when 
driving I am shocked at 
the number of drivers I see 
on their phones when I'm 
out and about across the 
county. 

"I don't know if these 
individuals think they are 
above the law, but I need 
to make it crystal clear, yet 
again, that using a mobile 
phone when driving can 
cause serious collisions, if 
not fatalities, and it is just 
not acceptable. 

"With this change 
in approach, and no 
opportunity to take the 
awareness course, you are 
more likely to lose your 
licence if you're caught and 
deservedly so."

Town unites in 
remembrance

HUNDREDS of people lined the streets in 
Haverhill on Sunday as the town held its an¬ 
nual remembrance parade. 

The parade, including Sea Scouts, veter¬ 
ans, Cubs and Brownies and local dignitar¬ 
ies, made its way from the car park behind 
Haverhill Arts Centre to the war memorial 
in the town’s cemetery 

Mayor of Haverhill David Roach said 
there were more than 500 people in the pa¬ 
rade alone, and estimated that “well over 
1,000” people turned out to watch. 

“The cemetery couldn’t have got anyone 
else in,” he said. 

At the cemetery, wreaths were laid on the 
war memorial by dignitaries including the 
Mayor of St Edmundsbury, Julia Wakelam, 
and Cllr Roach. 

He said: “It was an honour and a privilege, 
as are most things in this role, but I think 
this is one of the most important things you 
do as mayor, take part in Remembrance 
Sunday. I think it’s quite special. 

“We do need to remember what’s gone on 
and the service that all the armed forces do 
for us all the time. They put themselves in 
harms way.” 

The wreath-laying was followed by a re¬ 
membrance service in a packed-out St 
Mary’s Church, and a salute was taken in 
the market square as the parade marched 
to the church. 

The parade followed two minutes silence 
at 11am on Friday, November 11, to mark 
Armistice Day. This was held on the town’s 
high street outside the Post Office, and Cllr 
Roach said there was also a good turnout. 

Last Thursday evening the Haverhill 
Family History Group organised a remem¬ 
brance event at the West End Church in 
Withersfield Road. 

The church has the most names on its 
war memorial out of all the town’s church¬ 
es, and all 31 men listed on it were com¬ 
memorated.

spoke about the lives of the men who died, 
as well as life in Haverhill during the First 
World War. 

The audience of 80 sang hymns and the 
evening was accompanied by a visual dis¬ 
play including poppies and a genuine First 
World War uniform manufactured at Haver¬ 
hill’s Chauntry Mills. 

Plans are already under way for the town 
to mark Armed Forces Day on Saturday, 
June 24, 2017.

CHILDREN at a primary school 
received a taste of Mexico this 
week, as they tried their hand at 
traditional cookery. 

Pupils at Castle Camps Pri¬ 
mary School, near Haverhill, 
learned how to make a guaca- 
mole dip, with the owner of a 
Cambridge restaurant. 

Luis Navarro, found¬ 
er and owner of Nan- 
na Mexico, brought his 
Nanna’s Cooking School 
to the pupils, to give 
them an insight into 
preparing food from 
scratch. 

He said: “It’s so im¬ 
portant that children 
learn the secrets of 
healthy eating and 
preparing fresh food at 
an early age. 

“These lessons will show 
them how easy it is to pro¬ 
duce delicious food, so that 
when they are older they 
won’t find the idea 


of cooking for themselves too 
daunting. 

“My hope is that the next gen¬ 
eration will see home-cooked 
healthy food is easy to make, so 
that they don’t become reliant 
on ready meals and junk food.” 

He founded the cookery 
school to promote healthy eat¬ 
ing, after his own son developed 
allergies to processed food. 


Having worked closely 
with teachers, he has de¬ 
veloped lesson cards which 
outline how to make two 
basic, but tasty and healthy dips. 

As well as the recipes and step- 
by-step instructions, both cards 
outline the learning opportuni¬ 
ties and benefits and even a way 
to extend the learning by mak- 


with other subjects. 

Luis added: “We’re providing 
the teacher with all the tools they 
need and there are absolutely no 
costs to the school as this project 
is fully funded by Nanna Mexico. 

“Ultimately, we’d like to get 
more schools involved and 
give children these basic 
cooking lessons to help 
them to understand the 
importance of eating 
healthily and sensibly 
not just now, but as 
they grow into teenag¬ 
ers and then on to adult 
life.” 

Last year he 
started work¬ 
ing with eight 
primary 
schools in 
Cambridgesh¬ 
ire, and deliv¬ 
ered 11 inter¬ 
active lessons 
teaching children 
to make guacamole dip. 
He now hopes to re¬ 
turn to the same eight 
schools to provide 
more work¬ 
shops.

Police have confirmed the side doors 
of the building in Withersfield Road 
were damaged when vandals broke in 
last Wednesday night. 

Carl Oldford, the resident who re¬ 
ported the damage, said he noticed it 
while driving into the car park behind 
the building. 

He said: “As we drove up the side of 
the building we could see the door wide 
open which was strange considering the 
time, approximately 10.30pm.” 

Mr Oldford, who went to karate les¬ 
sons in the Corn Exchange when he was 
younger, went back on Thursday morn¬ 
ing to survey the damage. 

He said: “I could see the door’s lock 
had been broken off completely and 
was just lying on the floor. I stepped 
over the threshold to peer inside and 
was amazed to see such a wreck inside, 
especially as it had held such wonderful 
memories for me. 

“You could tell that the inside had 
been trashed just like most of the win¬ 
dows.” 

Police said the only damage they 
knew of was to the doors on Wednesday 
night, as the state of the interior could

have be caused by previous incidents. 

A private buyer and the town council 
have both put in bids to buy the proper¬ 
ty from the current owner, but have yet 
to hear which bid has been successful. 

Town clerk Colin Poole said: “This un¬ 
derlines the fact that we need to get the 
building properly secure.” 

He said the Corn Exchange needed to 
be secured not only against vandals, but 
against weather conditions. 

The building has been derelict for a 
decade since it was put up for sale by 
the St Felix Roman Catholic Church. 

The responsibility for the upkeep of 
the building lies with the current owner. 

Steven Mudd, of Barker Storey Mat¬ 
thews, the agent for the building’s own¬ 
er, said the owner had been informed, 
and the door has now been secured. 

He continued: “Every effort has been 
made to sell the property. It is not go¬ 
ing to be demolished. Something will 
be done in there that’s of benefit to the 
community.”

FACING EXTRADITION: Lauri Love 

Minister 
says Love 
can be 
extradited

AN ALLEGED hacker from Stradishall has said 
he could die in prison after the Home Secre¬ 
tary authorised his extradition to the US. 

Amber Rudd signed an extradition order for 
31-year-old Lauri Love on Monday. 

Love, who has Asperger syndrome, is ac¬ 
cused of stealing large amounts of data from 
American government agencies including the 
Lederal Reserve, Nasa and the LBI between 
2012 and 2013. 

US authorities have been pushing for him 
to face trial in the States, but he and his law¬ 
yers have argued that extradition would take a 
huge toll on his mental health. 

District Judge Nina Tempia ruled on Sep¬ 
tember 16 at Westminster Magistrates’ Court 
that Love could be extradited. 

The Home Secretary was given two months 
to consider four legal matters - including if 
there was a risk of the death penalty - before 
deciding whether to block or order extradition. 

A Home Office spokesman said: “On Mon¬ 
day, November 14, the Secretary of State, hav¬ 
ing carefully considered all relevant matters, 
signed an order for Lauri Love’s extradition to 
the United States.” 

Love has 14 days to apply for permission to 
appeal against the decision. 

The alleged hacker, who suffers from ecze¬ 
ma and depression, could face 99 years behind 
bars in the US, according to his lawyers. 

He told the Daily Mail: “1 don’t think much 
of my future life prospects. I face decades and 
decades behind bars and at worst I may die. 

“We were kind of expecting this but it’s still a 
disappointment and a kick in the gut. I’ve got 
to watch my mental health now and make sure 
I have support. We will put as much as we can 
into the appeal.” 

It is alleged that he placed “back doors” in 
the websites he is said to have compromised, 
allowing him to return and steal the data - 
which caused “millions of dollars” damage. 

Tor Ekeland, Love’s US lawyer and an expert 
in hacking cases, said Ms Rudd was “boxed 
in” by UK legislation and would have found it 
“very hard” to justify blocking the extradition. 

He added that Love has “one more shot” at 
appealing against the decision by the Home 
Secretary.

‘20 per cent of 
children poor’

ONE in five children in West 
Suffolk are suffering from 
poverty, new figures have re¬ 
vealed. 

And in some parts of 
Haverhill, the figure stands 
at three in 10. 

The End Child Poverty 
coalition has published new 
figures which show more 
than three million children 
are living in poverty in the 
UK - including 22.4 per cent 
of children in the East of 
England as a whole. 

The figures show that West 
Suffolk has an average of 
20.6 per cent of children suf¬ 
fering from poverty. 

Cambridge MP Daniel 
Zeichner told the News: “It 
is utterly disgraceful that the 
Tories are plunging a genera¬ 
tion of children into poverty. 

“The Government have 
an opportunity to use the 
upcoming Autumn State¬ 
ment to end the freeze on 


children’s benefits, and to 
reverse the cuts to in-work 
benefits under Universal 
Credit. They must take it.” 

However, although pov¬ 
erty exists in every part of 
Haverhill, the figures show a 
large division. 

As many as 31 per cent of 
children are living in pov¬ 
erty in Haverhill South - the 
worst in West Suffolk. 

In Haverhill East the figure 
is 20 per cent, in Haverhill 
North it is 18 per cent which 
compares with 8 per cent in 
Haverhill West. 

The figures in West Suf¬ 
folk are also lower than av¬ 
erage in the St Edmunds- 
bury wards of Barningham 
at 9.6 per cent and Barrow 
at 8.7 per cent and in For¬ 
est Heath’s ward of Manor at 
12.6 per cent. 

But in Coastal Suffolk the 
figure is 21.5 per cent, in 
South Suffolk it is 20.4 per 
cent, and in Central Suffolk 
it stands at 17.96 per cent. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
County Council said: “The 


county council is commit¬ 
ted to reducing the levels of 
child poverty in Suffolk. 

“Suffolk County Council 
promotes a wide range of 
services that contribute to 
breaking the cycle of child 
poverty, including support¬ 
ing parents to access free or 
affordable childcare so they 
can work or study. 

“Families can also access 
financial inclusion officers 
and fob Centre Plus advisors 
through children’s centres, to 
ensure they are receiving the 
financial benefits that they 
are entitled to and help them 
find suitable employment.” 

The figures show child 
poverty is the highest in 
large cities, particularly in 
London, Birmingham and 
Manchester and lowest in 
constituencies Gordon and 
Kincardine.

Change over 
parking two 
years away 

ON-STREET parking powers 
will not be transferred to the 
county council before April 
2019, Suffolk's Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) has said. 

If the switch goes ahead, 
police officers would still deal 
with serious breaches, such as 
parking on a bend. The more 
routine cases, such as parking on 
a double yellow line, would be 
dealt with by the local authority. 

PCC Tim Passmore said: "If 
you have dedicated teams run 
by the local authority, parking 
enforcement will be done much 
more effectively." 

He said he understood public 
concern at the wait, adding:"The 
reason why it'll take so long is 
that we need to get it through 
Parliament. There's nothing I can 
do apart from lobbying our MPs 
to get on with the process. 

"But first of all, we've got to 
get all authority leaders to agree 
to this. We've got a meeting on 
November 18 so we can get on 
with it. 

"I'm prepared to put a 
substantial amount of money 
into getting the schemes up and 
running. But until then I would 
ask to please understand that 
we're not in a position with the 
resources to focus entirely on 
parking."

MINCE PIES 


Ingredients: 

175g plain flour 
50g brown sugar 
75g icing sugar 
lOOg cubed butter 
50g chopped glace cherries 
150g mixed dried fruit 
34 large orange, grated zest and 
juice 
34 apple 
25gsuet 
1 egg yolk 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1 tablespoon cold water 
3 tablespoons port 
>2 tablespoon mixed spice 

Makes: 12 
Method: 

1. Put flour, icing sugar and butter 
cubes into food processor and mix until 


resembling breadcrumbs. Add egg yolk, 
vanilla extract and water and mix again 
until pastry forms. Transfer to a surface, 
shape into a disc, wrap in clingfilm and 
chill for half an hour. 

2. Grate the half apple into a bowl with 
the brown sugar, mixed spice, suet, 
glace cherries, dried fruit, grated zest 
and juice of half orange and port. Stir 
and leave aside. 

3. Roll pastry out on a floured surface 
until about 3-4mm thick, then stamp 
12 rounds out with an 8cm cutter. Use 
rounds to line a 12-hole bun tin and fill 
cases with the mincemeat. Re-roll pastry 
trimmings and stamp out slightly smaller 
shapes for the pie-tops. Glaze tops with 
egg white. 

4. Bake at 180 9 C, gas mark 5, for around 
20 minutes, until golden. Cool in tin for a 
few minutes before transferring to wire 
rack. Dust with icing sugar and serve 
warm or once cooled.

Plan for f500k 
Scout building 


A PLANNING applica¬ 
tion has been submitted to 
build a £500,000 new home 
for Haverhill’s Scouts and 
Guides. 

The proposals would see 
the current aging portable 
buildings replaced with one 
new, modern block. 

Chairman of Haverhill’s 
Scouts and Guides com¬ 
mittee Larry Dilloway said 
the new block would con¬ 
tain two halls and a meet¬ 
ing room as well as facilities 
such as a kitchen, storage 
area and toilets. 

The current buildings, in 
Colne Valley Road, would 
be knocked down to cre¬ 
ate a car park, with the new 
building next to it. 

Mr Dilloway explained 
that the site has several 
acres of land behind it, be¬ 
queathed to the Scouts and 
Guides by the Gurteen fam- 
ily. 

He said: “The beauty of 
the place is they have got 
this lovely park where they 
can do all these activities

- but in winter you need a 
building.” 

He estimated that the cur¬ 
rent buildings are unlikely 
to last more than two more 
years. 

If the planning applica¬ 
tion is approved, Mr Dillo¬ 
way said the new building 
would be in use by the end 
of 2018 at the latest. 

It would be used by 
around 200 children and 
young people each week. 

Scout and Guide groups 

- as well as younger groups 
such as Brownies, Cubs and 
Beavers - would be using 
the building every evening 
during the week. 

It would also be used dur¬ 
ing the weekend for activi¬ 
ties such as camping on the 
land attached to it. 

Mr Dilloway said the 
Scouts and Guides would be 
looking at other community 
uses for the building during 


the day, such as hosting ac¬ 
tivities for local nurseries. 

He said: “It will be bigger, 
it will be more usable. We 
have had an architect de¬ 
sign it so it’s ergonomically 
better, warmer and easier to 
heat.” 

But even if the planning 
application is approved the 
Scouts and Guides still need 
to raise a large proportion of 
the £500,000 needed. 

Mr Dilloway asked any¬ 
one with experience of fill¬ 
ing out grant applications 
or similar fundraising to get 
in touch.

C ocooned in the tiny 
bubbles that constitute 
our lives, planet Earth 
seems huge - a polluted 
rock cluttered with 
billions of competing lifeforms, 
whose paths rarely intersect. 

As our world turns, we rarely 
look past national borders, let 
alone tilt our heads to the stars 
and contemplate how insignifi¬ 
cant we are in the vast expanse 
of space. 

When we do, it seems 
inconceivable that of all the 
planets we can see with the most 
powerful telescopes or probes, 
only our astronomical home is 
capable of sustaining life. 

The greater surprise, surely, 
would be that we are alone. 

Based on a short story by Ted 
Chiang, Arrival is contemplative 
science-fiction drama, which 
imagines mankind's shambolic 
reaction to first contact with an 
otherworldly race, and the 
dangerous fractures that would 
appear as nations disagree over 
the best course of action. 

If governments can't cooperate 
over the environment, finance

and immigration, what hope is 
there when we collectively face a 
possible extinction event? 

Director Denis Villeneuve and 
screenwriter Eric Heisserer 
aren’t interested in Independ¬ 
ence Day-style pyrotechnics, 
although their film is punctuated 
with impressive visual sequences. 

Like Close Encounters Of The 
Third Kind, Arrival philosophises 
and digests before it considers 
locking and loading a weapon. 
Twelve giant obloid spacecraft 


enter Earth's atmosphere and 
descend over seemingly random 
locations including Devon. 

US Army Colonel Weber 
(Forest Whitaker) leads the 
American response and he 
recruits emotionally scarred 
linguistics expert Dr Louise 
Banks (Amy Adams) to decipher 
a code used by the visitors. 

Banishing painful memories of 
her young daughter's death, 
Louise aligns with military 
scientist Ian Donnelly (Jeremy 
Renner) to unravel the conun¬ 
drum, while the CIA, led by Agent 
Halpern (Michael Stuhlbarg), 
considers the terrifying possibil¬ 


ity that we are in the calm before 
an intergalactic war. 

As nations grow nervous, 
especially General Shang (Tzi 
Ma), chairman of the People's 
Liberation Army in China, Louise 
and Ian take potentially lethal 
leaps of faith to better understand 
the aliens' intentions. 

Meanwhile, Captain Marks 
(Mark O'Brien) and other 
subordinates under Weber's 
command debate a show of force 
against the extra-terrestrials. 

Anchored by Adams' mesmer¬ 
izing performance, Arrival is a 
stylish tale of grief and self-sacri¬ 
fice that uncoils beautifully. 

Pacing is deliberately pedes¬ 
trian, cranking up tension as 
flawed characters wrestle with 
agonizing questions of mortality. 

The two visible aliens - affec¬ 
tionately referred to as Abbott 
and Costello - are a triumph of 
digital wizardry that doesn't 
distract from the script. 

In Villeneuve and Heisserer's 
all too recogniseable world, at 
the very moment we discover we 
are not alone, we have never 
been further apart.

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Revealed: Ely is UK’s posh car capital 



D RAMATIC differences in the 

values of cars offered to dealers 
across Britain are highlighted 
in a new study revealing Ely in 
Cambridgeshire as the UK's posh car 
capital. 

The analysis, by Wizzle.co.uk - a 
consumer car selling service - also 
reveals Rhondda, in the Welsh 
valleys, as the place where motorists 
sell more cheap and cheerful cars 
than anywhere else. 

Although the most expensive car 
currently advertised on Wizzle is a 
£76,000 Lamborghini Gallardo in 
London, it's Cambridgeshire where 
motorists are offering the highest 
average value cars for sale. 

With an average asking price 
of £36,358, motorists across 
Cambridgeshire are typically selling 
cars worth twice as much as drivers in 
neighbouring regions such as Norfolk, 
Suffolk and Lincolnshire. 

But it's the Welsh valleys where 
the most cheap and cheerful motors 
are on offer, with the crown taken by 
Rhondda Cynon Taf where average 
values rarely reach four figures. That's 
where the cheapest car for sale on 
Wizzle - a £500 nine-year-old Ford 
Ka - is currently offered. 

The study also reveals that 
motorists in Birmingham, Leicester 
and Leeds are most switched on to 
the idea of selling their car for cash,

rather than part exchanging it. In 
contrast, Scots and motorists in Wales 
are the least likely to go online for a 
cash sale. 

Wizzle founder Sebastien Duval 
said: "We decided to analyse the 
values of cars advertised around the 
country when somebody uploaded 


details of their Lamborghini Gallardo 
to sell. We wanted to test our 
assumption that the capital would be 
where all the best cars are offered. 

"So it came as a surprise to find 
that Cambridgeshire was where the 
most expensive vehicles are being 
sold on Wizzle. 


"Despite the appearance of a 
Lamborghini on our site, London 
actually falls somewhere in the 
middle of our national car values 
range, some way behind places like 
Hampshire, Gloucester, Shropshire 
and even the Isle of Wight. In fact, 
London doesn't even make the top 


ten in terms of posh cars on sale. 

"On the other side of the coin 
it seems to be Scotland and Wales 
where the cheaper cars tend to be 
most commonly offered, with the 
cheapest being in the valleys of 
South Wales. Interestingly that also 
coincides with our finding that fewer 
cars in general are being offered 
for a cash purchase in Scotland and 
Wales too."
